The prior art of record fail to teach or fairly suggest a controller 
coupled to the substrate carrier handler and operative to control the substrate carrier handler such 
that the end effector of the substrate carrier handler disengages the substrate carrier from a 
substrate carrier conveyor while the substrate carrier is in motion and being transported by the 
substrate carrier conveyor. . .in combination with the other elements and features of the claimed 
invention.
